The police, FBI, CIA, CIDjSCOTLi'JH) YliSIi.j M, QD, KGB etc., 
are POwlilkliESS to do anything aBout UFOs. THAT IS BECAUSE 
lIOTHIl\fG CAiT BE DOHE by any governnent on earth, despite 
the huge resources at their fingertips. Because of this 
situation, sono governnents, not Fraiace ho\’vever,^ould say 
rather they didn't exist, because, a government -which can't 
control the UFOs, like they do the people, are really screwed 
up about then.

Mr. Fred‘'’Sculthorp once said to me in the 1950s that? 

"We are like frogs, trapped dovm a well, and because -wo 
can't get out of it-we think it is everything." 

That goes for those who know extraterrestrials exist but 
■would prefer to stick their heads in the sand and hope that 
they -will go away.Not because they WAcIT then to go away,but 
maybe out of sheer frustration in having to deal with some- 
thing irksome, intangible, which like a will O' the wisp*, 
they can't grab out of they sky with their bare hands and 
say p LOCK! HERE IT IS? 

LikeTi/ise, this frustrating sitijation has vent itself 
on many other leading pioneers into ufology, like writer 
Geno Duplantier, of Ontario Canada, who aired the sane 
words ofs "Like walking down a long tunnel with no end 
in sight". His famous magazine'Saucers Space & Science' 
closed up after almost a decade. 

We can speculate until the end of time about Plying objedts 
in the sky, we ’.vill not get that real answer until THEY 
are ready. Why the USB runs frcxn man-yet snatches samples 
of humanity for study, is unanswerable, despite the people 
in-volved and the intricate stories they tell of the exper¬ 
ience. 

I therefore believe ufologists are pouring money and their ■- 
talents down the drain, if after 10 years they are no nearer 
than the forst contact in the 1940's. 

The only ^ope for us contacting the UFO lies within us to 
update ovir technology-build space craft and be on their 
level-go out and meet them on their home gro\and, if necess-' 
ary. If they won't come to us, we will have to go to them. 
That I think may have to be the final answer, in- solving 
this forever perplexing enigma. The povver to do this lies 
in us all to make peace NOT W.iR. T\irn Y/ilR hardware into 
frutiful space exploration nor; and forever.

DEBATED IN THE HOUSE OP LORDS, Jaiiuary l8th 1979.

SPEARHEADING THE MOVEMENT TOWARDS RECOGNITION OP THE UFO IN 
ENGLAND WAS YffilTER AND LORD OP CLAIJCARTY, BRINSLEY LE POER 
TREITCH. 

It occvired on January l8th 1979, and is unique in this 
country for such a debate to ever have taken place at all. 
Lord Clancarty put forward the motion tos 
"TO CALL ATTENTION TO THE INCREASING NUMBER OP SIGHTINGS 
AND LANDINGS ON A WORLDGWLDE SCALE OP INIDELvTIIHED PLYING 
OBJECTS (UTBs)AND TO THE NEED FOR AIT INTRA-GOVERNMENT STUDY 
OP UFOs AND TO MOVE FOR PAPERS" 

According th London based Aertherius society, a metaphysical 
advanced research society, they had helped in this debate by 
supplying the ufo information needed, to one of the Lords 
who debated the issue also on the l8th January, 

The Day the debate occured, it was given announcedent on 
London Independent Television. NEi/vS AT TENi 
’The above group have also launched a UFO petition to try 
to twist the governmenti arm to release any Plying Saucer 
information not yet released. The suspected cover-ups are 
said to be invalid, BUT, stories have drifted into CiiiK, 
that show the opposite, like a suspected crash of a UFO 
some years ago in a seculded spot, and the arniy was the 
first to arrive and the lid was put on. (just one example), 
THE HOUSE OP LORDS DEBATE, plus ITV coverage, from tape 
recording made on the day went as follows? 

ITV NEWSCASTER? "The debate in the House of Lords held 
today on the enigma of the Unidentified Plting Objects 
said that they could land tomorrow, and start mass panic. 
Another Lord said, 'Millions of people throughout history 
had seen vifosj but the Lords could not answer the question 
have they got 'flying pickets too" (meaning the lorry strike 
pickets which was in oppoation at this time). 

The House Of Lord Debate on midentified Plying Object 
Yi/ent as follows? (Extract taken from BBC radio 4) 

'In the Lords there was a debate on vmidentified flying 
objects, it was raised by Lord Clancarty,who has written 
several books on the subject. He said UFO sightings went 
back as far as ancient Egypt, but they had incfeased con¬ 
siderably since the end of the war. 

Lord Clancarty admitted you can get the odd crank, or hoaxer 
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but on the "whole, witnesses tended to be trained observers 
like pilots,police officers, coast guards, and even astro¬ 
nauts, all of whom had provided astoiuiding reports of vast 
numbers of UFOs throughout the world.. He said, pafliament 
should keep a close watch on the situation.' He "also vcanted 
governments to pool their knowledge,,and ghen pass their 
results onto the public. 

Lord Clancarty criticised the itaericans, soviet., and • 
British government, for playing do’-m the issue of UFOs 
because they were afraid of causing panic. 

He contrasted this 'cover up' with the independent 
^ine taken by the French, who had set up special units to 
study UFOs. 

"So the French have been taking it all seriously," said 
Lord Clancarty to the Lords, "keeping their own people in¬ 
formed. "he declared. He went on, "Hobody paniced, and no¬ 
body rushed like Lemmings "Into the sea. 

Is it not time, that Her Majesty's government informed 
OUR people?" he asked, "-what it knows about UFOs?" 

"The UFOs have been coming in increasing nxjcjbers now, 
for 30 years since the war. How I think it is about tine 
our people were told the truth." ■ 

Lord Clancarty suggested that the Ministry of Defence 
should give an inter^view about UFOs as his French 
counterpart had done iii 1974. The conservative Peer, 

Lord Trifgan., who admitted he was not a believer in UFOs 
thou^t that the time had not come when we could view 
the matter with sufficient certainty to justify the ex- 
pendit^o of public money on it. 

Lord Kimberley, Liberal, said that in.spite of the skep¬ 
tics, UFO DID PKIST. They had been observed for years, 
many important people had either seen them, or had evidence 
that they had been seen, including President Carter,the late 
President Trueman, as well as Britain's; Lord Dowding, 

These people could not be said to have been sviffering from 
hallucinations or believe in Fairies, 

Lord Oxford, in his maiden speech in,the house, said the 
debate was Uabove his head' the question for him was, 'Where 
did UFOs come from?''He discounted our solar system, and 
also doubted if they were the result of a secret effbrt on 
Ear'uh. But ho added that we were on the edge of something 
ohat vi/e did not understand, aiid he supported the suggestion 
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that an organisation should be sot up to look into the 
question. 

Lord Davis of Loe]f,put, what he called the 64jOOO dollar 
question to the Lords— Did they believe in Angels? 

Some would answer yes,but HAD they SEEN angels? And yet ."there 
was doubt about UFCfe "which had bebn seen possibly by millions 

of people. He put the question another way. 

"If I came off mjc Welsh mountain^ and came do"wn the movmfeain 
as a little boy of 12 and said I had seen the Virgin Mary, 
springing out of a rock, some devout religious people would 
believe me. But if I said I liad seen a Flying Saucer, they 

would not have believed me, lhat's the difference?" 

Lord 

The Bishop of Norwich, told/Davis, he understood what he 
was talking about, because he had a little Irish blood in 
his veins. Ho was however, glad that the question of UFOs 
had been raised, and thought it was right to have a cool 
scientific look at the subject, but he sovinded a note of 
caution... 

"I do believe that U.F.O's and the mystery surrounding 
-them, is helping today to build up a climate of credulity 
and in certain cases even of supertition with the danger of 
a sort of 'irksand spirituality' almost reacting against 
the impersonality of our modern-civilisation, but not wholljt 
involved in the total christain commitment which is a balan¬ 
ced committment." 

Lord Gladwin didn't contes;^ the existence of imidentified 
flying objects, but whatever their origin, there was certain¬ 
ly no proof that they held beings from another planet. 

Lord Kingsnorten was also slceptical but he supported the 
call for a serious investigation. He reminded the house of 
^he experience of. "^e prophet Eziekiel.... 

" He aertainly saw something very unfamiliar in the firmament* 
It certainly ^ (CMC_N^TEs_j/ve 

tai^ if "tkis wa_s ■the_sjbaementm_w_oid wa^ ^sE^^ed) 

"Tt was"different from the modern ones, it appears to have 
been ooal-fired,to have been stabilised by ^iroscopes, and to 
have been _c6ud£ by_oher£^ii>.( these words not clear)., and a 
model as far as I know ha^been developed . " 

Lord Rankeillour, who spoke next, according the Ihiheruis 
Society report..* tool^ the trouble to "visit the Ministry of 
Technology before delivering his speech in this debate, used 
information supplied from the Ministry of Technology to supp¬ 
ort his argument. * 

In the House of Lords and continued from the BBC, he saidi 
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He thoughtvtlie driving power of tHe UFOs wo\ild "be a great 
help to our transport and industry, they apparently flew 
without wdngs, at incredible speeds 9 and could hover silent¬ 
ly^ He saidf "Every scrap of infomation about them should 
be collected and the government should set up a bureau,".. 

Lord Gainford reported an actual sighting to the House, 

At a new year's Eve Party in Scotland he and others had seen 
a bright white ball with a touch of red followed by a white 
cone. "It might ha,ve been a comet," he acknowledged,but he 
would like to know for certain. 

Lord Hewlett rofered to flights of fancy diiring the debate , 
He had taken up the issue of UFOs with Jodrell Bank,.,,, 

"My Lords, of all the thousands pf reports of sightings 
that have been made, whenever it has been possible for an 
investigation to have been madej^hey have been found to be 
nat\iral phenomena when some instances, I regret to say, ■ 
pure myth. Over the United Kjggd 0 ^,Jodrell Bank's radjo 
telescope, the first, and still/the most powerful in the 
worldj observed thousands of possible subjects for ident¬ 
ification as UFOs, But not a single one, has probed 
other than natural phenomena. " r-i 

IIHBIITG UP for the government Lord Strabolgi. denied that 
the government vi/as involved in a cover up of the truth about 
UFOs, the idea of such a conspiracy, he said./ belonged t4 
the world of James Bond, The truth was, in fact, very simple. 
There were very strange phenomena in the sky, including 
satellites,^obris,etc,, re-entering the atmosphere, but 
there was nothing to suggest that these were alien space¬ 
craft. The motion was withdrawn. That ended the day's 
prooe^^il^s^^^^^gjlj^en|j^^ BBC from tape) 

And that is hov; UFOs were discussed In the House of Lords, 
and we probably have Lord Clancarty, better known as 
Brinsley le-Poer Trench, to thank for it, 'iThether some of 
the recommendations will be put forward, as in France, we 
must wait and see. If this is tomorrow ot the next 10 years 
only the government will know. What we all want however 
is a public enquiry. It will be money well spent-hot 
wasted, as earlier suggested. Money is well wasted on 
many other frivolious things of lesser importance in 
this coixntry, CHK urges that the suggestions by their 
Lordships be given immediate top piority-NOW!
